For BP, $20B Fund Is No Disaster 


Oil giant has more 
than enough money 
to weather leak crisis 


New York 

BP holds enough oil in its reserves 
to single-handedly supply the Unit- 
ed States for two years. It has lit- 
tle debt for a company of its size, 
and makes more money than Apple 
and Google combined. 

So, when the White House arm- 
twisted its executives into setting 
aside $20 billion for the Gulf oil 
spill, investors weren’t worried it 
would bankrupt BP. They barely 
batted an eye. 

“The U.S. government will 
become insolvent before BP does,” 
said Bruce Lanni, a stock analyst 
with Nollenberg Capital Part- 
ners. 

BP posted $17 billion in prof- 
it from its vast operations around 
the globe last year, compared with 
$5.7 billion for Apple and $6.5 bil- 
lion for Google. More important, in 
the past three years, the company 
generated $91 billion in cash flow 
from operations.

It’s not highly leveraged with 
debt, as banks were during the 
financial crisis. And it has 18 billion 
barrels of oil in proven reserves, 
twice what the U.S. consumes 
every year. 

BP has spent about $1.8 bil- 
lion on the spill so far, but that’s 
the first drop in a very large buck- 
et. If BP faces criminal charges, 
for instance, it could end up hav- 
ing to pay tens of billions in legal 
costs alone. 

Analyst estimates of BP’s total 
costs range from $17 billion to 
$60 billion. If the worst predic- 
tions about the leak come true, that 
figure could surpass $100 billion, 
based on a Goldman Sachs esti- 
mate that each barrel of oil spilled 
could wind up costing as much 
as $40,000 in cleanup and com- 
pensation. 

Such a big bill, even at the lower 
end of the estimates, would drive 
many companies under. But ana- 
lysts said BP probably won’t have to 
go to that extreme unless it wants 
to wall off liabilities from the rest 
of its operations to attract poten- 
tial suitors.

Ethnic minority says 
security forces aided 
mobs in deadly raids 


Osh, Kyrgyzstan 

An estimated 400,000 people — 
nearly one-twelfth of the popu- 
lation — have fled their homes to 
escape Kyrgyzstan’s ethnic violence, 
the U.N. said Thursday as throngs 
of refugees huddled in grim camps 
along the Uzbekistan border with- 
out adequate food or water. 

That figure represents half the 
roughly 800,000 ethnic Uzbeks who 
lived in Kyrgyzstan’s south before 
Central Asia’s worst ethnic violence 
in decades erupted there last week. 
More than 200 people — possibly 
many more — have been killed, and 
Uzbeks have been all but purged 
from some parts of the south. 


Ethnic Uzbeks on Thursday 
accused security forces of standing 
by or even helping ethnic-majority 
Kyrgyz mobs as they slaughtered 
people and burned down neigh- 
borhoods. 

Col. Iskander Ikramov, the 
chief of the Kyrgyz military in the 
south, rejected allegations of troop 
involvement in the riots.

EU Approves 
New Sanctions 
Against Iran 

Brussels 

The European Union on Thurs- 
day adopted new sanctions against 
Iran, the latest in a series of mea- 
sures taken by the international 
community in an effort to halt the 
country’s nuclear program. 

The restrictions come on top of a 
fourth round of sanctions imposed 
last week by the UN. Security Coun- 
cil to curtail Iran’s nuclear program 
over fears it is developing weapons. 
The council endorsed those sanc- 
tions after Iran rebuffed a plan to 
suspend uranium enrichment and 
swap its stockpiles of low-enriched 
uranium for fuel rods. 

The sanctions will target dual- 
use items that could be used as part 
of a nuclear program, and Iran’s oil 
and gas industry — including the 
“prohibition of new investment, 
technical assistance and transfers 
of technologies.” (ap)

Israel’s security cabinet agreed to 
“liberalize the system by which civil- 
ian goods enter Gaza” and “expand 
the inflow” of building materials 
for civilian construction projects 
under international supervision, a 
statement released by Prime Min- 
ister Benjamin Netanyahu’s spokes- 
man said. 

The statement said Israel would 
continue “existing security pro- 
cedures” to prevent the transfer 
of “weapons and war materiel” to 
the Gaza Strip and that the Israeli 
cabinet would decide in the coming 
days on additional steps to imple- 
ment the policy. It appeared that 
goods must still be transferred over 
land, rather than by sea. Ships car- 
rying goods destined for Gaza would 
still have to stop at Israeli ports for 
international inspection before the 
goods could be delivered to Gaza.

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Mandela's Difficult Day 


Leader mourns loss 
of grandchild amid 
hoopla of World Cup 

Johannesburg 

For the first time since the World 
Cup began, South Africa’s beloved 
Nelson Mandela appeared in public 
Thursday. Instead of a triumphal 
moment in the world’s spotlight, 
a somber, frail Mandela attend- 
ed the funeral of his 13-year-old 
great-granddaughter, killed in a 
car crash with an allegedly drunk 
family friend at the wheel. 

It was a desolate moment for the 
91-year-old anti-apartheid icon, one 
in a series of tragedies in a life in 
which the pressures of the political 
took a toll on the personal. 

Mandela, whose public appear- 
ances are increasingly rare, 
emerged stiffly from a car and 
leaned on a cane before being fer-

Mandela sat in a front pew, his

The 
service, which featured pop songs, 
hymns and a Maya Angelou poem, 
lasted about three hours. 

Mandela wore a corsage of pink 
roses on the lapel of his black coat. 
Other mourners also brightened 
black clothes with ties, scarves and 
flowers in shades of pink, Zenani’s 
favorite color. 

Police say a close family friend 
who was driving the car that 
crashed on a highway in the early 
hours of June 11 could be charged 
with drunken driving and homicide. 
Zenani was returning from the offi- 
cial World Cup kickoff concert. 

Hours after Zenani died, Man- 
dela’s office announced it would be 
inappropriate for him to attend the 
tournament’s opening ceremony 
and first game, as had been expect- 
ed. Mandela is credited with seal- 
ing his country’s bid to become the 
first in Africa to host a World Cup.

Workers scramble 
to ready system for 
upcoming fare hike 

Washington 

Metro is scrambling to implement its 
largest and most complex fare hike 
in record time this month before the 
first phase of the increase is sched- 
uled to take place on June 27. 

The hike includes nearly 
$109 million worth of rail, bus and 
paratransit increases | to take effect 
in three phases: June 27, Aug. 1 and 
in the fall. One of the most challeng- 
ing components is a new 20-cent 
“peak-of-the-peak” rail surcharge 
during the system’s busiest times. 

About 300 Metro employees are 
working as much as seven days a 
week in 10- and 12-hour shifts to 
carry out the computer program- 


ming, fare machine changes and 
an extensive information cam- 
paign to try to prevent confusion 
among customers over the fare 
increases, which will be rolled out 
in three phrases. 

“Our biggest concern is that 
the information we put out to the 
public is correct on June 27,” said 
Jim Hughes, Metro’s director of 
intermodal planning, who is in 
charge of pulling together all the 
pieces. “Customers aren’t going 
to be happy with us that we are 
increasing fares. We don’t want 
them unhappy because we have 


messed up the fares.” 

“If that happens,” he said, “we 
have a real problem.” 

Metro is printing thousands of 
information sheets summarizing 
the fare changes — with a phone 
number to call to complain — so 
that employees can give them to 
any irate riders. The agency also 
began making station announce- 
ments this week, distributing more 
than 100,000 brochures in English 
and Spanish, putting up posters, 
and publicizing the fare hikes on 
Facebook and Twitter, ann scott

Exec infuriates lawmakers by denying any knowledge of problems at oil well 


Washington 

Channeling the nation’s anger, 
lawmakers pilloried BP’s boss 
in a withering day of judgment 
Thursday for the oil company at 
the center of the Gulf calamity. 
Unflinching, BP chief executive 
Tony Hayward said he was out 
of the loop on decisions at the 
well and coolly asserted, “I’m not 
stonewalling.” 

That infuriated members of 
Congress even more. Democrats 
and Republicans alike. 

Testifying as oil still surged 
into the Gulf of Mexico and 
coated ever more coastal land 
and marshes, Hayward declared 
“I am so devastated with this 
accident,” “deeply sorry” and “so 
distraught.” 

Yet the oil man disclaimed 
knowledge of any of the myriad 
problems on and under the Deep- 
water Horizon rig before the dead- 
ly explosion, telling a congressio- 
nal hearing he had only heard 
about the well earlier in April, the 
month of the accident, when the 
BP drilling team told him it had 
found oil. 

“With respect, sir, we drill hun- 
dreds of wells a year around the 
world,” Hajrward told Republican 
Rep. Michael Burgess of Texas. 

“Yes, I know,” Burgess shot 
back. “That’s what scaring me 
right now.” 

With multiple investigations 
continuing and primary efforts 
in the Gulf focused on stopping 
the leak, there was little chance 
the nation would learn much from 
Hayward’s appearance about what 
caused the disaster. Yet even mod- 
est expectations were not met as 
the CEO told lawmakers at every 
turn that he was not tuned in to 
operations at the well. 

He said his underlings 
made the decisions and federal

AS BP CEO TONY HAYWARD

a protester disrupted the hearing and 
was forcibly removed from the room by 
Capitol police. The woman was identified 
as Diane Wilson, 61, a f isherwoman from 
Seadrift, Texas, near the Gulf Coast. 

Her hands stained black, she shouted to 
Hayward from the back of the room: “You 
need to be charged with a crime." 


regulators were responsible for 
vetting them. 

Hayward spoke slowly and 
calmly in his clipped British accent 
as he sought to deflect accusa- 
tions that BP chose a particular 
well design that was riskier but 
cheaper. 

“I wasn’t involved in any of that 
decision-making,” he said. 

Were bad decisions made about 
the cement? 


“I wasn’t part of the decision- 
making process,” he said. “I’m not 
a cement engineer. I’m afraid.” 

What about those reports that BP 
had been experiencing a variety of 
problems and delays at the well? 

“I had no prior knowledge.” 

Rep. Eliot Engel, D-N.Y, voiced 
the committee’s frustrations as the 
afternoon wore on. “You’re really 
insulting our intelligence,” he said. 
“I am thoroughly disgusted.” (ap) 



Apology Retracted 

Under pressure from Republican 
Leaders who threatened to remove 
him from a ranking committee posi- 
tion, Rep. Joe Barton, R-Tex., Late 
Thursday retracted his apology to BP 
CEO Tony Hayward for the way his 
company has been treated by the U.S. 
government — a comment that drew 
heavy criticism from both parties. 

Before Hayward began his testi- 
mony Thursday, Barton denounced 
the Obama administration for pres- 
suring BP to open a $20 billion escrow 
account and to suspend dividend pay- 
ments for the rest of the year. 

The ranking Republican on the 
House Energy and Commerce Com- 
mittee said such arrangements have 
no Legal basis, and that the political 
pressure exerted on the corporation 
in the midst of an investigation is a 
“tragedy of the first proportion." 

“I’m ashamed of what happened in 
the White House yesterday," Barton 
said in the morning. “I apologize." 

Barton called the escrow account, 
which will be distributed indepen- 
dently, a “slush fund" and said the 
situation amounted to a “shakedown" 
by the White House. 

Later Thursday, when House Re- 
publican Leaders called his statement 
“wrong," Barton first said he was 
sorry for the “misconstruction" of his 
comments, then Later put out a state- 
ment retracting his apology to BP.

U.S. Faces a Must-Win Situation 



Little Slovenia poses 
a big challenge for 
favored Americans

The U.S. national team’s reward 
for a 1-1 draw against England in a 
game that was the most anticipat- 
ed in American soccer history is a 
match with even more at stake. 

The buildup has been six days 
rather than six months, and the 
opponent, Slovenia, is far less 
glamorous. But nearly everything 
is on the line. 

With a win, the U.S. (0-0-1) is 
in excellent position to advance to 
the World Cup’s round of 16. With 
a loss, it’s almost certainly out of 
contention. A tie with the Slovenes 
(1-0-0) will leave things up in the 
air heading into the Group C fina- 
le against Algeria on June 23, but 
the Americans would need help. 
Just one game in, this World Cup 
is already approaching the do-or- 
die phase. 

“As much that was made of the 
England game, we knew that was 
only the start of the tournament, 
so we understand what Friday’s all 
about,” Landon Donovan said here 
at the U.S. camp, just south of Pre- 
toria. “In all likelihood, if we lose, 
we’re out. That’s the reality of the 


situation. As much as people put 
into the England game, this one 
becomes a lot more important.” 

Slovenia is a country of about 
2 million people — it’s like the U.S. 
is playing Houston. But like the 
Americans, Slovenia has evolved 
into a whole greater than the sum 
of its lesser-known parts. Qualify- 
ing for the World Cup from Europe 
always is worthy of respect, and 


Slovenia did it by allowing just four 
goals in 10 games before ousting 
Russia, which is just a bit larger, 
in a playoff 

Several American players said 
they saw a bit of themselves in Slo- 
venia, a team lacking global stars 
and one that’s often overlooked, 
but that plays hard, plays togeth- 
er and has a habit of troubling the 
favorites. 



Cocky Slovenians? 

Slovenian midfielder Andrej Ko- 
mac made a simple prediction about 
his upcoming game against the U.S.: 
“We are going to win this match." 
That’s a big statement from the 
World Cup’s smallest country, with 
a population of just over 2 million. 

But the little Eastern European na- 
tion is in a spot to brag — Slovenia is 
the only team in Group C with a win. 
Nonetheless, U.S. goalkeeper Tim 
Howard isn’t listening. “I think talk is 
cheap," he said. “He’s got to stand toe 
to toe. And they’ve got to stand toe to 
toe with us for 90 minutes. And if he’s 
still standing, then I’ll take my hat off 
to him." (EXPRESS) 


“There aren’t any players like 
with England where you go. We 
need to 100 percent stop that play- 
er or else we’re in trouble,’ but they 
seem like they have good chemis- 
try,” Donovan said. “They’re not 
going to be spectacular, but they’re 
going to be a very solid team, and 
they’re going to be difficult to beat.”

In the ’80s, Go-Go’s lead singer 
Belinda Carlisle drew the atten- 
tion of the original MTV genera- 
tion with her funky haircuts and 
warbling vocals. But inside, she 
was waging a battle with addic- 
tion and struggling with depres- 
sion. In her new memoir, “Lips 
Unsealed” (Crown, $26), Carlisle 
shares how she finally got sober, 
plus wild stories from the Go- Go’s 
early days. We chatted with her 
about the pressures and perks of 
life in the spotlight. 

Why share your story now? 

I always knew that I had a pretty 
extraordinary life, and I always 
wanted to write a book about it. 
I figured that at the age of 50, I’d 
have something to say. I thought 
it would be a really good story and 
would be fun to do. And I thought 


that it could be an inspirational 
book for people overcoming obsta- 
cles and addictions, and people 
maybe wanting to make big chang- 
es and thinking that it’s too late in 
life to do that. 

During the Go-Go’s heyday, did you 
all realize the impact you were 
having as females in the music 
industry? 

For us, it was more of a girls club 
and to have fun. Being female was 
an obstacle at that time when we 
were trying to get signed. But after- 
ward, we never really thought of 
ourselves as feminists — we were 
just doing what we wanted to do. 
We didn’t really pay attention so 
much at the time that we were real- 
ly changing the face of music. Only 
in retrospect did we kind of realize 
what we had done. We didn’t think 


about it while we were doing it, 
because we were working too hard 
and having too much fun. 

What’s one of your favorite mem- 
ories from your days with the 
Go-Go’s?

In typical Disney fashion, ‘Toy Story 3’ takes 
viewers on an emotionally satisfying journey

My grandmother reminisces about 
how she rode her horse to school 
across the Kansas prairie, which was 
probably meant to illustrate how hard 
life was Back Then but really only 
made us jealous that she had a pony. 
My tale of hardship? We did NOT get 
this many kids' movies when I was 
growing up. 

We've already got 
“Marmaduke" and 
“The Karate Kid" in 
theaters; “Toy Story 3" 
is ready to dominate 
June. “Despicable 
Me" comes after that, 
with “Ramona and 
Beezus" following — and that's be- 
fore we even get into August. I don't 
remember such riches when I was 
growing up. You got a Disney cartoon 
in the summer, something like “Benji 
the Hunted" around Christmas, and 
maybe an off-brand animated film 
in between (“An American Tail," I'm 
looking at you.) 

I'm pretty excited that kids can, 
parental units willing, see more mov- 
ies. Even the bad ones — especially 
the bad ones. Because cinematic of- 
ferings for tykes were so sparse in my 
day, I remember thinking they were all 
good. (Granted, some of that was be- 
cause kids are often stupid.) 

But I think — I hope — that more 
exposure to film overall is going to 
lead to a sharper, more discriminat- 
ing audience 10 or 20 years from now. 
Though most kids' flicks are dreck, 
some of them, particularly in recent 
years, have been art. And giving them 
art now means they'll look for it later. 


Film Review 

“For every laugh, a tear must fall” 
was one of Walt Disney’s most 
famous nostrums. The secret of 
Disney’s success hasn’t been lost 
on Pixar’s John Lasseter, who has 
taken those words to heart since 
teaming up with the studio. Last 
year, “Up” reduced viewers to blub- 
bering sobs in the first heartbreak- 
ing 20 minutes. In “Toy Story 3 ” 
Lasseter and his team plunge the 
audience into a collective case of 
empty-nest syndrome, with a dash 
of mortal terror thrown in for grins. 
And again, they make it work. 

“Toy Story 3” still possess- 
es the enchantment and wonder 
of the first movie, which when it 
was released in 1995 unleashed 
untapped potential in the forces of 
baby boomer nostalgia. “Toy Story 


3” builds on that tradition, present- 
ing “Toy Story” rep players Woody 
(voiced by Tom Hanks), Buzz (Tim 
Allen) and Jessie (Joan Cusack) as 
familiar, if gently used, old friends. 
(Their now-grown owner, Andy, is 
voiced by Jon Morris.) 

This is Pixar’s first Imax movie, 
and it’s also in 3-D. Although the 
benefits of technical bells and whis- 


tles aren’t immediately apparent, 
the color scheme and bold visual 
design look terrific. 

Cannily, the producers and 
screenwriter Michael Arndt have 
set “Toy Story 3” during the week 
before Andy goes to college, which 
just about fits the generation of 
kids who came of age with the 
first two films. The story revolves 


around fears of abandonment and 
the inability to let go, with Buzz, 
Jessie and the gang being sent to 
a day-care center that winds up 
being, as one survivor puts it, a 
place of despair, “run by an evil 
bear who smells of strawberries.” 

The toys’ breakout from the day- 
care center winds up being the bal- 
last of “Toy Story 3 ” which takes its 
cues from “Cool Hand Luke” and 
assorted prison-break flicks. 

Ultimately, every “Toy Story” 
movie is about story, not just the 
film’s plot or narrative, but the sto- 
ries the characters want to be in 
when Andy plays with them. It’s just 
this deep sense of longing — inevi- 
tably giving way to loss and accep- 
tance — that will bring adult view- 
ers to that Disney-approved point of 
smiling even as they weep openly.

A comic-book saga 
loses its appeal as a 
supernatural flick 

Film Review 

Critics always gripe that movies 
are too long and could stand some 
pruning. 

Then you get the occasional 
movie, like comic-book adapta- 
tion “Jonah Hex,” that’s too short 
— so short and so bad, you cringe 
at the thought of how awful what- 
ever ended up on the cutting-room 
floor must be. 

Take away the eight minutes 
of end credits, a lengthy prologue 
sequence built around comic-book 
panels and some repetitive flash- 
backs of action we’ve already seen, 
and there’s barely an hour’s worth 
of actual movie in “Jonah Hex.” 
And that’s using the term “actu- 
al movie” generously. 

“Jonah Hex,” starring Josh Bro- 
lin as a disfigured 19th-century 
bounty hunter with his own con- 
nections to hell, is a story about a 
man who watched his wife and son 
be burned alive, communes savage- 
ly with the dead and vows unholy 
vengeance against the man respon- 
sible for all his troubles.
